CANTON RIM TR FRAFFIC. 

\ (Daily Preta, 99th July.) 

In no branch of lopal shipping trade is 
more activity evinced at. present than in 
the Canton river-ste ther traffic. Last year 
the entries and idlétranees each reached 
the figure of over. ohe and three-quarters 
million tons, representing more than 
seventeen per cent. pf the entire shipping 
trade of the port! of Hongkong, and still 
there are more steam-vessela heing built 
for the Hongkong-Canton run. Within 
the last six months |or so, the Kwongchow 
the San Cheung and the Kinshan have 
aWelled the number of steamboats employed 
in the trade, and thete are at present on the 
local stocks two more vesrels designe! to 
take pat in this evet-growing traffic, while 
two new Franch steamers are also about to 
enter into the competition. Now we hear

Corea, for the returns show a falling off in 
the export of rice alone to the extent of 
£65,655 and this serious decline in one of. 
the staple products of an agricultural 
country is bound to be reflected in the im- 
port returns. Yet the total exports show a 
decline of only £7,567, and the average of 
the country’s trade for the last five years 
shows that 1902 had to its eredit £378,271 
more than the average. With regard to 
the trade of Newchwang, on which a goed 
deal of public interest has naturally centred 
sincs Russia has tried to divert the trade of 
the port to Dalny, we find that the ship- 
ping figures were larger in 1902 than in the 
previous year, as also was the volume of 
trade, and the value when shown in taels ; 
but when exchanged into sterling a drop of 
£700,000 is shown. ‘This, however, cannot be 
aseribed to political disturbances nor to the 
attraction of trade to the Russian port, in 
spite of all the inducements effered, but is 
entirely due to the depreciation of silver. 

‘It is of special interest at the present 
time to note in the Consular Report on 
the Trade of Cures the many evidences 
of the strides which the Japanese are 
making in their commercial _ relations 
with their near neighbour. Japanese, the 
Consul says, are flecking into Corea’ in 
ever-increasing numbers, and Japanese 
influence is extending in many parts of the 
country. The Chinese, he remarks, appear 
to be far behind their Japanese competitors 
in this field in initiative and enterprise. 
Russia has not been a serious commercial 


‘rival anywhere in the East up to ‘the 
present, but the Consul shows that she is. 


desirous of improving her position in this 
respect in Corea.  “ Rusaia, like Japan,” 
he says, “though in a much legs degree, 
is endeavovring to further her commercial 
intercourse with Corea,” attd he mentions 
the moving of the Russian Consulate from 
Seoul to Chemulpo owing “ to the increase of 
shipping interests and other cousiderations.” 
Purt.cular mention is made of the fact that 
the Chinese Eastern Railway Comp iny has 
built a large office at Chemulpo and that a 
steamer belonging to the Company is 
scheduled to make twenty-two voyages this 
year from Chemulpo to Dalny and Port 
Arthur. Elsewhere in the course of his 
report the Consul (Mr. Lay) says it 
is much to be regretted that there ‘is no 
regular service of British steamers to Corea. 
There appears, he eaya, to be no reason why 
such «# line should not in the end pay, if 
worked in co-operation with the Japanese 
steamship companies, which at present 
have a practical monopoly of the earrying 
trade. Mr. Day looks forward to the 
country presenting mure openings by 
degrees for British trade as time goes on 
but, except in respect of the carrying trade, 
“it cannot be stated that there are any 
special openings for British: trade at the 
present time to which it is desirable to call 
attention.” Still it is apparent that with 
the develop ent of the mining resources of 
the couutry (yold-mining especially) and the 
construction of railways, bothnow ina fair 
way of progress, Corea inay be confidently

We in Hongkong here por- 
fectly remember the breathless interest with 
which we watched the p:ogress ¢f our arms in 
South Africa, beginning from the dark days of 
December nearly four years ago, and passing on 
to the gradually but all too slowly brightening 
days that followed, .culminating in a fight toa 
finish and resulting in a peace which I believe 
will be permanent and lasting and which was 
honourable to both sides concerned. The South 
African War was unique of ifs kind—first of all, 
ubique in the great natural difficulties which our 
arms had to overcome, and next, but above all, 
unique in the fact that the South African War 
woke us up for the first time to recognise the 


{ enorous latent solidarity of cur glorious Empire. 


The Colonies, with ono accord, came forward to 
help the Mother Country in a way which the 
Mother Country wil! never forget. It has 
o-mented for ever the bonds of union between 
us, Side by side with the Colonial and Kegular 
troops fought Yeomanry, Militia, Volunteers, 
and a number of those ra‘s-d upon the spot, 
composed of wen wh») had up to that time been 
civilians, bué who came forward in the hoar of 
stress and volunteered their s-rvices So the 
war in Sou h Africa was unique, and it will be 
looked back upon for ever as a marvellons his- 
torical event in our history.

Previously to that visit Eng- 
land undoubtedly would not have remained 
neutral in the event of war between Russia 
and Japan. But it is different now. The 
ibility of war between Russia and Japan 
ormed the subject of conversation between 
the King and the President, and the 
decision come to was that England’s 
intavests in the question were not of 
sufficient importance to justify interference 
on her part, even though one of the nations 
at strife was her ally. Certain it is that if 
England invaded the Baltic with her fleet, 
Russian troops would be sent against India, 
where Russian sccret agents of all kinds have 
for more than fifty years been striving to 
Promote rebellion against the rule of Great 
titain by specious promises of liberty and 
other privileges. Most of the revolte during 
the last thirty years have been the outcome of 
Russian influence, and even now: the people 
of India only await the appearance of Russian 
soldiery in their territory to uprise once more 
in rebellion and fight the English under the 
command of Russian officers. If would bea 
comparatively easy task for Russia to pour 
troops into India by means. of the railway 
she has built in Turkestan, which almost 
te:-hes the frontiers of Afghanistan. This 
time it would not be a little war like the 
Boer War, and the cost to England in men 
and money would be stupendous, For these 
reasons England cannot, will nat, make war 
against Russia on the side of Japan. Money 
she may give to Japan—before now Japan has 
received millions of English guineas—but any 
other kind of help, no. It ig no secret that 
nearly all, if not quite all, of the Japanese 
men-of-war have been paid for with English 
money.* Nor will the United States fight 
against Russia. President Rouseveltand Secre- 
tary Hay would like to, perhaps, but not the 
American people, who speak ‘their mind 
through Congress; and three-fourths of 
Congress oppose the idea on thé ground of 
the enormous cost. Besides, America has too 
many trade interests with Ruasia to risk 
them in a war, and so she will not fight. 
That leaves Japan isulated. She ‘has issued 
an ultiinatum, and Russia awaits only the 
arrival of her Minister at St. Petersburg to 
reject the terms of that ultimatum and refuse 
to evacuate Manchuria ; seria’. after that 
ultimatum nothing remains for Japan but to 
declare war against Russia. The Japanese 
Government is not disposed. to take that 
step, but the masses desire war, ahd their will 
must be that of the Government.: The people 
of Japan have already clamoured ‘for war, and 
had their wishes heen gratified Japan would 
have stood a good chance of winning, for 
Russia at that time was not prepared. Now 
she 1s prepared, and the chance wf Japan has 
gone by. Ere long Japan will have Jost her 
footing in Corea, and so again, she will find 
herself undone. Russia is now 'the leading 
power in Manchuria and China and even, in 
part, in Corea, where the Emperor can do 
nothing without the approval ofithe Russian 
Minister. And that is one of the greatest 
reasons for the war.

Of the fortified strongholds the most notable 
are certainly Port Arthur, Talienwin 
(Dalny), Newchwang, Inkow, Port Lazareff, 
adivostock, Blagovestchensk, and Moukden, 


in all of which places the Russians are’ 


hurriedly making preparations for war. In 
Newchwang they have built near the coast 
three batteries with cannon of different sizes 
and other fortifications and encampments. 
(If you go on’a steamer you can see the 
batteries and four or five different encamp- 
ments.) These encampments near New- 
chwangare mostly unoccupied, and that means 
that Russia will move a big force of troops to 
this place with a view to repelling any descent 
which the Japanese may make upon the 
coast near Newchwang. In Talienwan the 
Russians have made very little preparation 
in the way of fortifications, but they will in 
the course of a few days have it encircled in 
a series of forts. Should the Japanese come 
from Tali¢nwan they would have to attack 
the Liaotung Isthmus and the Hsinhanchen 
Mountains, on two sides of which—from 
Talienwan and from Newchwang—the Rus- 
sians have constructed big fortifications with 
magnificent artillery of all sizes. These 

sitions could not be taken without terrible 
oss of life. 

Port Arthur has been fortified for a 
number of years, but the fortifications con- 
structed there last spring have made the 
stronghold a first-class fortress. Exgpeciall 
from the sea is Port Arthur strongly held. 
There you can find ordnance of all sizes from 
little Schnell-shooters, mortars, carronades, 
etc, to huge guns throwing shot weighing 
thousands of pounds. The Russians have 
also mounted there great dynamite cannon, 
one shot from which can destroy and sink a 
battleship of the biggest class. In addition 
to this, Port Arthur will certainly be pro- 
tected in the strongest possible manner by 
torpedoes in the same way as Talienwan 
aaicl Newchwang. The command of the 
fort will be taken by Admiral Alexieff, 
who is known as a famous strategist and 
brave general ; and General Stesselt will 
arokably take command of the First Army. 
which will occupy the Liaotung Isthmus an 
the Hsinhanchen Mountains, and under- 
take the defence of Port Arthur from the 
land side. General Stesselt’s army will 
consist at first of 80,000 to 30,C00 men. The 
Second Army will occupy Moukden, which 
has been ve 
year and will be able to offer a formidable 
defence against any attack on the part of 
the Japanese. ; 

The general staff will be at Kharbin, and it 
is stated that the Minister of War, General 
of Infantry Kuropatkin, will take command 
of the entire force with the rank of Field 
Marshal. Viadivostock though not so strongly 
fortified as Port Arthur 1s sufficientl ae 
fended to make its capture a most ditflicult 
task for the Japanese.

| EXPERIENCES OF THE ENGINEERS IN. HUNAN, 
Mr. D. Minor Mickle, an American engineer 


, engaged on the construction of the Hankow- 
i Canton railway, writes to the Shanghai Times: 


a letter in which he gives a glowing account of 
the fertility of the province of Hunan and 
te. 
' Mickle writes from Yo Chow ahd he says :— 
Our line now runs through almost unbroken 
stretches of magnificent, fertile vailey, every 
foot of which is under cultivation and made to 


great population. And this population, while 
numerons, is not in the least congested. There - 


addition. We have not seen a single sign of dis- 
tress, although the people do not live in affluence. 
There -is no indication that wealth is concen- 
trated in the hands of the few at the expense 
of the many. The people have all they 
need to eat and comfortable houses to live in, 
True these houses do not come up to th 
standard of habitations of the working classes - 
of the United States, but there are many 
reasons why that is not to be expected. As for 
their rations, it is not uncommon for our party 
to turn from the cold tiffia which we havo 
brought ont to us while at work, to the more 
appetising meals of fresh meats and vegetables 
whieh we can buy in the open market and have 
cooked at the nearest farmhouse when midday 
We have not sxen a single beggar 
outside of the larger cities. The people are 
beyond doubt honest. During all the time we 
have been among them, passing from village to 
village, our baggage handled by innumerable 
coolies, open to the inspection of not only our 
own servants but those of the places in which 
we stopped, and not unfreqnently to crowds of 


native residents who come into our apartmen’s - 


(according to the universal custom of this 
country) to see what the strangers look- like 
and live like, with abundant opportanity to 
steal if so inclined, not an article has b2en fon nd 
mjssing. Yet we haveall carried money in our 
baggage, which hes been at all times left jin 
the hands of our personal servants to pack and 
care for. 

All along this line we have found the people 
in most friendly mood. Everywhere we are 
greeted with smiles. In no instance have-we 
been made to feel like intruders. No aversion 
to the railroad has been shown at any point.

| One night recently an Indian constable on 
i duty at Taikoktsui accosted a Chinese boy and 
asked him for a cigarette. The boy said he had 
none, but the constable did not believe him and 
searched his kets. He found 33 cents, five 
cents uf which he kept to buy cigarettes, and 
handed back the remaining 33 cents. ‘Ihe

subsequently made to Inspector Macdonald 
at Yaumati Police Station, and that offi er 
instituted euquiries that ended in the cons!able's 
being: charged with larceny from the pereon 
and alsowith aszault. He pleaded not guilty, 
and was defended by Mr. E. J. Crist, solicitor 
(Messrs. Wilkinson & Grist).
